“It was moved to a mile 
south of the original location toward Halsell in 1901 and the name .

The 
church was moved there in 1916 because the Alabama~Tenneessee and 
Northern Railroad went to Halsell and it was becoming a prosperous little 
town at the time.

MI. STERLING BAPTIST CHURCH, Mt. Sterling, Alabama, just southeast of 
Butler, was constituted in 1854, with only 8 members: Grey Allen, Mounring 
Allen, Louisana Smith, W.D. Spinks, Carolina Spinks, Mary Foster, Dr. J.T. 
Foster and Mariah Price. There are several ALLENS buried at Mt. Sterling. 


REHOBETH BAPTIST CHURCH &t Pushmataha, Alabama, was organized 

in 1851, with charter members William H. Atkinson and wife, 
Preston and Mary Gilder, Luncida Shackleford, W. Jacob Parker, 
James W. Blanks, Stephen A. Blanks, Sarah Blanks, Caroline Price, 
Clara A. Colbert and some salves. In 1869, the church was 
composed of 197 members, 120 Black and 77 White. By 1874, the 
Blacks had started their own church. -In_ 1858 the delegates to 
the Bigbee Association from Rehobeth were named Baskin, Prenutt, 
“Atkinson and Horton. In 1860 a cemetery was dedicated. Other 
families that attended at RGHODSEN were agen Ford, smith, Tims, 
Dennis and Rainer. 


SALEM BAPTIST CHURCH, Alamucha, Mississippi, located just 
ta ee a couple.of miles_due North of Whynot,was the center of the activity 
for that area of Lauderdale County. Although-most of the Allens settled in _..._-— 
Choctaw Courty, AL, a few of them did make it as far west as the eastern part 
of Lauderdale County, MS. Same of those from Whynot attended the Salem 
Baptist Church in Alamucha before the organization of Bethany Baptist Church. 


A few of those mentioned in the minutes of the Salem Church were: 


(1) Sarah L. Baskin Ponds Allen, wife of Robert Isiah Allen. She 
presented a letter of transfer to Salem Church from Rehobeth Baptist Church 
of Pushmataha, AL and was received in May of 1882. I am not sure if she 
ever formally moved her letter to Bethany Church or not; but I do know that 
her daughter, Etta Allen Booker, moved her letter in July of 1904 and I 
think she did also. : 


(2) James Eli Dawson and Nancy ‘Manola Allen Dawson were married by 
the Rev. C.C. Bloodsworth of Salem Church on Dec. 27, 1882 and Eli is also 


mentioned as a member there as late as 1893.

The four sons of William Allen that came to Anson County, 
N. C. from Meckienburg County, Va. were (1) Darling Allen who

Allen who appears in the Anson County Census 1800, but disap- 
peared without leaving records showing where he went. (He 
sold his-land on Cribbs Creek to Matthew Segler in 1808),

The Spartanburg County Records of S. C. show David and 
Martha Allen there in 1789. This David Allen appears to be 
the same one mentioned as Francis Ray's son-in-law as we find 
he traded land with Allen Gentry in Lunenburg County, Va., 
as well as Spartanburg, S. C. It was interesting to note that 
he also had sons named William, Drury and Young, as well as 
others.

Chapter II 


Drury Allen died in Anson County, N.C. in 1823 and is buried on 
the Robert Allen Plantation with his wife Eleanor, whom he 

called Nelly in his will. He mentioned only one son in his will, 
William Allen, but division of estate shows the other children.

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The early marriage records of Anson County have been lost 
in a fire, but we have been able to find the proof of marriages 
of Drury Allen's children by deeds and land divisions as follows: 


Deed Book U, Page 258 - 1823 - A slave deed from Jeremiah Smith,Sr. 


mentions his daughter, wife of Thomas Allen. 


Another deed Book W. Page 15, from Jeremiah Smith, Sr. to his 
daughter, wife of Julius Allen, and from the division of land 
of Drury Allen we know that Drury Allen's daughter, Susannah, 
married Jeremiah Smith, Jr. Thus we have proof that three of 
Drury Allen's children married three of Jeremiah Smith, Sr.'s.

From deed Book T, Page 162, we see that Nicholas Parker had a 
daughter Polly (Mary) who married David Allen. After Mary died, 
David married Elizabeth Turner, daughter of Jasper Turner. 


From the same deed as above, we see that Nicholas Parker's 
daughter, Hulda, married Benjamin Allen. 


In Drury Allen's division of land we notice also that Sally 
Allen married John Edwards. He was the son of John Edwards, 


Sr. and Sarah O'Neal. 


Nancy Allen, daughter of Drury Allen, married Philip Kiker. 
We have yet to find who Drury Allen's youngest son, William 


Allen, married. There were several William Allens of near 
his age in Anson County, N.C.

Drury X (his mark) Allen and wife Nelly sold their land to 
Julius Hight - 91-1/2 acres adjoining Adda Jarrott, Thomas 
Jarrott, James Callis, John Mize and Parson Wright.

WILL OF THOMAS ALLEN - Fayette County, Tennessee - Will Book 
B, Page 49. 


I, Thomas Allen, do make and publish this my last will and 
testament hereby revolking and making void all other wills by 
me at any time made. 


First, I direct that my funeral expenses and all my debts be 
paid as soon after death as possible out of moneys that I may 
die possessed of or may first come into the hands of my 
executor. 


Secondly, I give and bequeath to my son, Edmund L. Allen, the 
negro boy John, negro woman Edy, negro boy Henry, negro girl 
Molly, negro girl Sophia and a negro man Mat. 


' Thirdly, I will and bequeath to my daughter Mildred's children, 
Martha Ann Yancy, Bartlett Yancy, Elizabeth Yancy, Mary May 
Yancy and Lewis B. Yancy the negro boy Lince. 


Fourthly, I will and bequeath that my land and all personal 
property of every kind be sold on a six months credit and the 
proceeds applied to payment of my debts and should there be an 
overplus after paying all my debts it is to go to my son 
Jeremiah Allen. Further, I make no specific bequest to him. 


Lastly, I do hereby nominate and appoint my son Edmund L. Allen 
my Executor.

A paper writing was this day produced in open Court for probate 
thereof purporting to be the last will and testament of Thomas 
Allen deceased, and there upon came into open court E. H. 

Steger and R. L. Evans subscribing witnesses to said paper 
writing and who being first duly sworn depose and say that they 
were personally aquainted with the said Thomas Allen the testator 
in his life time and that they were called on by the said Thomas 
Allen to sign the said paper writing as witnesses thereto and 
done so at his request and in his presence and in the presence 
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of each other and that they saw the said Thomas Allen make 

his mark to said paper writing and heard him acknowledge the 
same to be his iast will and testament and they believed him 
to be of sound and disposing mind and memory at the time of 
making his mark and acknowledging the same. It is therefore 
considered by them that said paper writing be established as 
last will and testament of the said Thomas Allen dec'd., and 
that the same be recorded - and there upon came into Court 

E. L. Allen who was appointed Executor in the said last will 
and testament and entered bond himseif as principle in the sum 
of tweive thousand six hundred dollars and acknowledged the same 
in open Court as principle thereto and gave as his securities 
on said bond Darling Allen and D. T. Smith who also came into 
open Court and signed. 


THOMAS ALLEN, son of Drury Alien, must have been about twenty- 
five years old when he came to Anson County. 1850 Census of 
Fayette County, Tenn. shows him to be 75 years old. He remained 
in Anson County until 1832. 


The History of Rocky River Baptist Church by the Rev. 
Edgar Brooks states that Allen joined the church earlier than 
Robert Allen (Robert was the son of Darling Allen), and Mr. 
Brooks further states that no better member than he (Thomas 
Allen} appears on the Church roll. "He was never in trouble 
of his own and was ever bringing Heavenly beatitudes upon 
himself as peace maker. He was used in more Church Councils 
at home and abroad, on more Constituting and Ordaining Pres- 
byterys and more often appointed a delegate to Associations 
than any member of his day or since. He states that his 
branch of the family has passed to their reward." 


This last statement is in error, as he sold his land to 
Frederick Staton in 1832 and with his brother-in-law, James 
Smith, moved his family to Fayette County, Tenn., where we 
find him and his sons Miles Allen and Jeremiah Allen on the 
Tax List of 1836. He was joined there in 1839 by his first 
cousin Darling Allen, Jr., son of Darling Allen and Judith 
Nance Allen. Darling Allen, Jr., had married Eliza Harrison 
on Dec. 29, 1829 in North Carolina. She was his second wife. 


The Fayette County, Tenn. Census of 1840 shows Miles 
Allen with wife and four children (1 boy and 3 girls) and the 
name adjoining his was Jeremiah Allen. Thomas Allen was also 
shown in this Census. 


Book V, Page 258, Anson County, N.C. deeds 15 April 1823 - 
Jeremiah Smith, Senr. for $10 and love and affection, I have 
for my daughter, wife of Thomas Allen, two negroes, a woman 
named Tab about 40 years old and a boy named Tim about 13.

entry #1000 for 200 acres also 1 gray mare, 3 cows and calves,

express condition that whereas I did on 1-5-1838 excite my 
several notes to heirs of Isaac Ford dec'd. amounting to in all 
$75 due 12/25 with Darling Allen as security and have this day 
borrowed of Darling Allen the sum of $300 if my legal representa- 
tive do pay to Isaac Ford's heirs.

Darling Allen to assist his wife in the execution of his will. 


Witness to the will was Jeremiah Allen, M. Plant, C. O. Simmons, 
Wm. Hughes and Young P. Allen.

Miles Allen married Eliza Ann Morris about 1833, who was the 
daughter of William Airley Morris in Anson County, N.C. 


Edmund L. Allen married Rebecca Smith, Dec. 30, 1838.

We feel certain that there were other children of Thomas Alien, 
but have been unable to obtain their names. Only Miles Allen 
shows in the Anson County recorés, but the 1830 Census of Anson 
County, N.C. indicates there were other sons. 


We find from the Court Minutes of Fayette County, Tenn. that 
Edwin Smith was bound to Anson Ailen to learn to be a mill wright. 
Who was Anson Allen? 


William M. Allen was administrator of the estate of A. M. Watts 
with Darling Allen and E. H. Steger as Sec. These last two 


appear in the execution of the will of Thomas Allen. What was 
their relationship? 


Another interesting record in Fayette County, Tenn. is that one 
in Land Book I, Page 732. 0O. Turner of Anson County, N.C. grants 
power of Attorney to William Turner of Green County, Ala. to 
collect for Osborne Turner, George Turner, Martin Turner, Deliah 
Turner, Mary Turner, David Allen and wife Betsy of Anson County, 
N.c. 480 acres of land in llth District 2nd Range and 3rd Section, 
Fayette County, Tenn. Land has descended to them as heirs of 
Titus Turner of Wake County, N.C. Miles Allen's widow Eliza 


Ann Morris Allen married the third time to George Turner (see 
above) in Anson County, N.C.

Since the descendants of Miles Allen and Eliza Ann 
Morris Allen also descend from Darling Allen and his wife, 


Judith Nance Allen, it seems right to give a brief history 
of this family.

We were just real fortunate 
to find so much material on the Allens. Do yau know that weeven met a 
Mr, Hampton Allen in the Wadesboro Library, Hezwas a very nice old 
gentleman too, We really enjoyed our visitwith him. He tried to set up 
a visit for us to go to the grave site of Drury Add Tleandor Allen, 
but the person he called said that pu could no longer reach it. 


In the Library there in Wadesboro we found a book written by Reva Nance 
Carpenter entitled, " Allens of Cribbs Greek Anson Co., N.C." Ihwe since 
corresponded with Mrs. Carpenter. She has bean very heppful to me. She 
vells me that the Ponds and Allens lived near eaclimther in Anson Co. too. 
Mrs. Carpenter descends from Darling Allen who marrted Judith Mance, s s 
well as Thomas Allen ( son of Drury ). 


We have information on the Allen family fro egveral sources, and I am 
totally confused, Some say that Drury Al Len ftp he son of William/married 
Eleanor Jarrott, and w&@€the parents of Benjamin Allen. Then, some have 
Drury Allen married to Eleanor Allen( daughe her of William) Then, they 
have Drury Allen;. {son of Young Allen \marrid to Eleanor ABlen. So, my 
question is this: ~ Do we descend from William or Young Allen? And through 
which Drury Allen - the son of William or Young? And, to whom did our 
Drury marry ipa heaner Jarrott or Eleanor Allen? 


Buddy has searched every cemetery in Choctaw Co. area, aswell as in F 
and around Alamucha trying toftind the grave of Robert I. Allenibut, no 
luck so far. A Mr. Rainer is going to help him- seems he knows about 
some way back in the woods, 


f£ would like to call your attention to an error intke Booker part of your 
Allen history we found in the Butler Library. My gmndfather, William 
Andrew Booker was born in Monroe Co. Ala. , rather than Marengo, as you 
state. The Bookers came to Monroe Co. before1830 from Cumberland 60.N, C 
They lived on the Cumberland Co.- Wake Go, line- Buckhorn Creek, and on 
Cedar Creek. The Booker, and Allens were very near each other in NS.
